A RECORD-break- 
ing amount of 
£44,000 was taken 
during Lyme Regis 
Lifeboat Week in 
July, organisers have 
announced. 

Chairman of the Lyme 
Regis and Charmouth 
RNLI Guild, Rob 
Michael, said he was 
“staggered” by the huge 
total. Although expenses

have not been taken from 
this yet, the final profit, 
which last year stood at 
about £20,500, is ex¬ 
pected to be more than 
ever before. 

The £44,000 takings in¬ 
cluded almost £9,000 
raised by the RNLI life¬ 
guards, who were asking 
people to sign up for reg¬ 
ular donations to the 


charity, the first year of 
which will be credited to 
the Lyme Regis lifeboat 
crew. A further £3,000 
was donated by Red Bull, 
which hosted its spectac¬ 
ular Harbour Reach 
wakeboarding event in 
Lyme during the busy 
week of events. 

The town was packed 
throughout the week, 


which also included per¬ 
formances from the Red 
Arrows, RAF Falcons 
Parachute Display Team 
and the Royal Navy 
Black Cats Helicopters. 

Busy week 

Mr Michael said: “I am 
extremely pleased with 
this year’s takings and it 
is all down to the hard 
work everyone put in. It 
was an amazingly busy 
week and we were really 
lucky with the weather. It

just couldn’t have been 
better. 

“There were big 
crowds and I think it 
helped us that all the big 
events were held on dif¬ 
ferent days. This is un¬ 
doubtedly the best result 
ever.” 

Mr Michael paid spe¬ 
cific tribute to David 
Gallier, who has been or¬ 
ganising the perform¬ 
ances from the military 
display groups, including 
the Red Arrows, for sev¬ 
eral years and has now 
stepped down. 

He added: “David has 
been instrumental in put¬ 
ting on the big show 
events for us for eight or 
nine years. Now he is fi¬ 
nally having some time 
off. It is a vital thing to 
do and we are all very 
grateful for his long and

very dedicated service to 
the guild.” 

Mr Michael said he 
hoped a replacement for 
Mr Gallier could be 
found from within the 
guild committee and that 
events such as the Red 
Arrows displays would 
still continue in the fu¬ 
ture. 
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ARTIST Chelsea Davine lives in Barcelona but re¬ 
turns to Lyme Regis, where she grew up and her 
parents still live, about once a month. 

She studied art at college in London and took it 
up again full time after her two children were old 
enough to go to school. Chelsea is now known for 
her unique style using poured paint and materi¬ 
als such as gold leaf on unusual bases, including 
concrete, steel and copper. 

Her latest project is The Shed Photography, an 
innovative platform for Lyme-based artists to 
show their work to a wider audience through the 
website and group exhibitions. The first Shed ex¬ 
hibition, "Looking Out, Looking In" is currently 
open at the Lister community rooms at the Ma¬ 
rine Parade shelters as part of Lyme Regis Arts- 
Fest. 


■ WHY did you decided to set up The Shed Photog¬ 
raphy? 

It was basically because I noticed all the hidden talent 
in Lyme Regis after last year's ArtsFest. In my open stu¬ 
dio other artists would be keen to tell me about their 
own work as well as talk about mine. I think speaking 
to another artist made them feel relaxed and comfort¬ 
able to talk about their own work. 

The Shed Photography is a great place to showcase 
the work of amateur photographers and artists online 
to a wider audience across the world, but with its roots 
firmly in Lyme Regis. Art work can be bought online as 
aluminium prints, meaning they can be hung in the 
garden because they're waterproof. 

■ WHAT do you enjoy about taking part in Arts¬ 
Fest? 

I feel bad for the organisers because it is such a difficult 
task to put together but they do such an amazing job. 
It's a wonderful event to get so many people together. 
There is such a breadth of creativity. As an artist, it can 
be boring looking at the same things all the tie but 
there is such a broad range in ArtsFest. It allows cre¬ 
ative people to shine, to show what they do and what 
they're interested in. 

■ WHAT is the inspiration for your work? 

I work at the Boat Building Aacademy as artist in resi¬ 
dence and I love looking at all the boats in for restora¬ 
tion, the peeling paint and rusty old parts. I'm inspired 
by how the passing of time and weather changes 
things. Even inanimate objects, like a stone, you can see 



how the elements have changed it. My photo of the 
Cobb steps shows where people have walked on them 
for thousands of years, and that really fascinates me. 


■ HOW did you come to live in Barcelona? 

I wanted to learn a new language and a new culture. I 
find the architecture there really inspiring and it 
seemed like a good place to live for a while, and I 
haven't left since. I have lived there for 12 years, but I 
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get the best of both worlds by coming back to Lyme 
Regis. I get the city buzz and the community life, which 
really helps to make me feel grounded. 


■ WHAT do you think of the new Marine Parade 
shelters as an exhibition space? 

They have great potential and it will be great to see how 
different people respond to the space, how it evolves 
and changes. We wanted the exhibition to look profes¬ 
sional and kept the view of the gardens and the sea in 
mind, so you can still see through the glass. We wanted 
to show people the opportunity of a space like this and 
bring them a professional exhibition, which you might 
expect to see in London. 

■ WHERE is your ideal holiday destination? 

When I was a child I wanted to go to places starting with 
each letter of the alphabet. I've been to Afghanistan for 
A and Zanzibar for Z but not many of the letters in be¬ 
tween. So I would like to go to all the other places 
sometime in my life. 

■ WHAT would you do if you won the Lottery? 

I would like to build a world renowned international art 
gallery in Lyme Regis. That is my dream, to build a St 
Ives here. And I would go to some of the places starting 
with different letters of the alphabet!

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Councillors agree on Hub 
funding for second time 


TOWN councillors have 
again decided to offer The 
Hub youth club in Lyme 
Regis £20,000 over the 
next two financial years, 
after their previous deci¬ 
sion was ruled out as some 
members failed to declare 
prejudicial interests. 

Before the May elec¬ 
tions, previous councillors 
agreed to give £10,000 
revenue to The Hub, as 
well as a £50,000 donation 
for work on the building’s 
roof. After the elections it 
was requested that the 
£10,000 be extended to a

yearly donation until 2014. 

The decision to offer this 
funding under a Service 
Level Agreement with 
Lyme Regis Development 
Trust, owners of The Hub, 
was first made in July, pro¬ 
posed by Councillor Mark 
Gage and seconded by 
Councillor Lucy Camp¬ 
bell, who both later de¬ 
clared prejudicial interests 
because of their involve¬ 
ment with the youth club 
and development trust, and 


suggested that the agree¬ 
ment be re-proposed at a 
later date. 

At last week’s Strategy 
and Policy Committee 
meeting, Councillor Gage 
made a statement before 
leaving the room for the 
decision to be made. He 
said that The Hub was also 
seeking funding elsewhere 
and did not want to be a 
“financial burden” on the 
council. He also pointed 
out that council had a his¬ 


tory of supporting local or¬ 
ganisations, including the 
Woodmead Halls, Lyme 
Regis Football Club and 
the Marine Theatre. 

Speaking in response to a 
previous comment that if 
The Hub used more volun¬ 
teers its costs would be de¬ 
creased, Councillor Lorna 
Jenkin said she had looked 
into this and found it 
would be “unrealistic” to 
ask volunteers to have the 
qualifications and checks 
needed to work with chil¬ 
dren. She then too left the 
room because of an inter-

The Mayor, Councillor 
Sally Holman, said: “I 
went back to the town 
clerk to check if this 
money was still safe and it 
is. This is obviously some¬ 
thing that the electorate 
want by the way that they 
voted, and it’s money that 
we can afford.” 

Speaking about the 
councillors who had to de¬ 
clare interests, she added: 
“I’m concerned that peo¬ 
ple are going to withdraw 
from local groups because 
it makes them so limited 
on this council.” 

Councillor Owen Lovell 
questioned whether they 
would be giving The Hub 
£10,000 for six months in¬ 


stead of 12 this year, as 
funding would go through 
at the beginning of each fi¬ 
nancial year in April, but 
the club did not open until 
this October. 

The town clerk, Mike 
Lewis, clarified that this 
was not the case, as a lot of 
work had already been car¬ 
ried out at The Hub funded 
by the development trust. 

The Service Level 
Agreement, including the 
further £20,000 funding, 
was proposed by Council¬ 
lor Daryl Turner and sec¬ 
onded by Councillor Chris 
Clipson. Other councillors 
in favour were Rikey 
Austin, Barbara Austin, 
Owen Lovell, George 
Symonds and Sally Hol¬ 
man, with Councillor 
Michaela Ellis voting 
against. 


Well known fossil 
hunter dies on cliffs 

WELL known fossil hunter, Dr Colin Dawes, from 
Lyme Regis, died of a suspected heart attack on the 
coastal path on Thursday. 

He was metal detecting below Axe Cliff Golf Club 
near Axmouth when he is thought to have suffered 
a heart attack. Medics declared him dead at the 
scene and a team from Beer Coastguards were sent 
to recover his body, which they said was in a very 
difficult position to reach. 

Dr Dawes, 67, ran popular fossil walks from the 
town and had written several books and released a 
DVD about palaeontology, ornithology and marine 
biology in the local area. 

Marine Theatre reports 
profit of over £10,000 

THE Marine Theatre in Lyme Regis has reported a 
profit of £10,536 between April and July 2011, which 
is £9,365 more than budget. 

The theatre's performance against its budget was 
considered by town councillors at last week's Strat¬ 
egy and Policy Committee meeting. 

The total production income was £15,600 more 
than budget, but councillors pointed out that with¬ 
out their £32,000 funding, the theatre would have 
made a trading loss of £22,000. 

Councillor Daryl Turner also complained that there 
was"nothing being put in the bucket"for the main¬ 
tenance of the fabric of the building, which the 
council had said should be a priority. 

It was decided that any queries about the theatre's 
finances should be raised at the next meeting of 
Lyme Arts CommunityTrust, which runs the theatre.

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Council makes plans 
to ease town centre 
traffic congestion

TOWN councillors have 
put forward proposals to 
deal with the ongoing traf¬ 
fic management problems 
in Lyme Regis. 

At last week’s Planning 
and Highways Committee, 
members discussed the 
traffic problems in Church 
Street and Broad Street 
over the summer months. 
The subject was raised by 
two letters sent to the 
council by local residents 
Nigel Fortnam and Glenn 
Ford. 

Mr Fortnam, who was in¬ 
volved in an incident over 
the summer when he un¬ 
knowingly hit a pedestrian 
with his wing mirror while 
trying to pass other cars at 
the narrowest point of 
Church Street, said vehi¬ 
cles “ignore or simple do 
not see the ‘Keep Clear’ 
markings” and requested 
the council consider hav¬ 
ing yellow hatching 
painted on the road in¬ 
stead. Mr Ford, a Church 
Street resident, also ex¬ 
pressed “deep concern” 
about the traffic problems 
and reminded councillors 
that local trader Pete 
Atkinson had been 
knocked unconscious by a 
wing mirror, as reported in 
the View From Lyme Regis, 
earlier this year. 

At the meeting, Council¬ 
lor Chris Clipson agreed 


that yellow hatching was 
needed to keep vehicles 
off “pinch points”. Coun¬ 
cillor Lorna Jenkin pointed 
out that the “Keep Clear” 
markings were originally 
painted because hatching 
takes much longer to go 
through council because of 
consultation processes. 
She said the “Keep Clear” 
marks were handled by 
completely different peo¬ 
ple, as they were only ad¬ 
visory not mandatory like 
hatching. 

Councillor Owen Lovell 
said: “Before you jump in 
and make this request, we 
need to look at other things 
like having traffic directed 
one way from east to west 
and so on.” 

Chairman of the commit¬ 
tee, Councillor Anita 
Williams agreed, adding: 
“The bigger picture of traf¬ 
fic does have to be looked 
at properly.” 

She suggested the coun¬ 
cil look at seasonal traffic 
measures, because the 
problems were so much 
worse during the summer. 
Councillor Williams also 
said that they would not be 
able to get hatching 
quickly enough to solve 
the problem. 


“There are a lot of possi¬ 
bilities and I doubt any of 
them will be popular with 
everyone but that’s just 
something we will have to 
take on the chin,” she 
added. 

It was decided that the 
committee put a four-part 
proposal forward for the 
full council to consider. 

The four parts were as 
follows: 

1) Request that the cur¬ 
rent markings, including 
the “Keep Clear” mark¬ 
ings, from the London Inn 
to the traffic lights in 
Church Street are re¬ 
painted. 

2) Arrange a meeting 
with county councillor 
Colonel Geoffrey Brierley 
and relevant highways of¬ 
ficers and engineers to dis¬ 
cuss traffic management in 
Lyme Regis. 

3) To set up a working 
group to work on this and 
move forward with the 
county council 

4) At budget time, to set 
aside a sum of money to 
encourage Dorset County 
Council to work on traffic 
management in Lyme 
Regis. 


■ TOWN COUNCIL NEWS IN BRIEF 


■ LYME Regis Town 
Council is looking into 
providing a CCTV system 
for the new Marine Pa¬ 
rade shelters. 

The town clerk reported 
at last week’s Startegy 
and Policy Committee 
that he had received three 
quotes for cameras and 
was expecting another 
one soon. He added that 
the council may have to 
draw up its own specifica¬ 
tion of what they want at 
the shelters, and that a 
surprising number of 
cameras may have to be 
used to cover all areas. 

Councillor George 
Symonds pointed out that 
he had requested to be in¬ 
volved in this process as 
he had some expertise in 
CCTV from his own busi¬ 
ness, the Amusement Ar¬ 
cade. He said it would be 
beneficial to draw up a 
specification so the coun¬ 
cil could get like-for-like 
quotes. 

It was suggested that 
Councillor Symonds 
work with the town clerk 
to draw up a specification 
for CCTV and come back 
to the council. 


■ LYME Regis residents 
will be offered free early 
morning and late after¬ 
noon parking at Wood- 
mead Car Park, 
councillors have decided. 

The town’s Strategy and 
Policy Committee have 
decided to give free park¬ 
ing from 8am to 10.30am 
and 4pm to 6pm all year 
round to encourage resi¬ 
dents to shop locally. 

Information will be sent 
out in October along with 
the winter parking per¬ 
mits, which allows free 
parking in Woodmead 
and Cabanya Car Park to 
local residents during the 
quieter months, and will 
come into effect after the 
winter permits have ex¬ 
pired. 

■ LYME Regis Gig Club 
has been granted permis¬ 
sion to continue storing 
its gig and launch trailer 
on two parking spaces be¬ 
hind the Boat Building 
Academy at Monmouth 
Beach. 

The club requested to 
continue using the spaces 
for another 12 months 
until July 31st 2012 but 
the town council has 


given permission up until 
March 31st 2012, when 
negotiations with West 
Dorset District Council 
over the responsibility of 
Monmouth Beach Car 
park will take place. 

Councillor George 
Symonds asked if the club 
paid for this space and 
was told they did not. 

■ LYME Regis Town 
Council has decided to 
serve formal notice on 
West Dorset District 
Council that it plans to 
take over responsibility of 
Monmouth Beach Car 
Park from April 1st 2012. 

The decision was made 
on advice of a solicitor at 
last week’s Strategy and 
Policy Committee to pro¬ 
tect the town council’s 
legal position. The town 
clerk, Mike Lewis, ex¬ 
plained that this did not 
mean the town council 
would necessarily take 
over the car park, which 
is currently leased to the 
district council, but it 
would leave their options 
open for discussion in the 
future.

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Great honour for retiring town crier

TOWN councillors gave 
huge praise to retiring town 
crier Phil Street as he was 
made the second ever Hon¬ 
ourary Freeman of the 
Town of Lyme Regis on 
Wednesday evening. 

Mr Street was accompa¬ 
nied by wife Dawn, daugh¬ 
ter Amy, his parents, best 
friend Mike Higgs and his 
wife Sue at the extraordi¬ 
nary meeting of the town 
council, in which it was 
unanimously decided to 
make him an Honourary 
Freeman of the Town for 


his 18 years service as town 
crier. 

The Mayor, in full civic 
dress and accompanied by 
macebearers Derek Hallett 
and Stuart King, proposed 
the honour be bestowed 
upon Mr Street, seconded 
by Councillor Barbara 
Austin. 

Town clerk Mike Lewis 
said this was the “highest 
honour the town council 
had the privilege to be¬ 
stow”, marking Mr Street’s 
“exceptional service to the 
community”. 


He added that his loyalty 
as town crier had been “ex¬ 
emplary” and had been car¬ 
ried out with “enthusiasm 
and professionalism”. Mr 
Lewis said that Mr Street 
should be especially com¬ 
mended for his fundraising 
and “active and inspira¬ 
tional” chairmanship of the 
Lyme Regis and St 
George’s Twinning Associ¬ 
ation.

Michaela Ellis both 
thanked Mr Street for his 
service during their time as 
Mayor of the town.

Where can I park in Broad Street for a minute? 


■ YES, I was in the wrong but... please can anyone tell me where I can 
park for a few minutes in Broad Street to purchase a single item from the 
Co-op, Tescos, Boots, the bakers, etc. or obtain cash from one of the cash 
points? 

Where in the middle of summer or any school holiday, or weekend for 
that matter, can I park with my 91 year old, almost blind father and dis¬ 
abled sister who has learning difficulties, while he gets his pension? 

I am very reluctant in today’s society to leave my sister unattended in 
a car park, providing there is a space. Neither am I happy to let my elderly 
father walk from a car park to the Post Office when the pavements are 
crowded with visitors, particularly when there is a queue for the bus out¬ 
side of the Co-op. He can no longer identify faces or detect uneven 
ground. To fall at any age is embarrassing but to fall at his age could be 
fatal. It may seem easy to some to organise this in a different way but I 
do try my best to use my time to accommodate everyone. 

One day I tried to park in Broad Street on three separate occasions to 
post a parcel. Eventually I gave up and drove to Axminster. Fortunately, 
I had enough time to be able to do this that day. At least Uplyme Post Of¬ 
fice has adequate parking now. 

I am far from perfect but I do feel I am not a bad member of the com¬ 
munity and was upset on Tuesday to be informed that a traffic warden 
was producing a ticket for my car, after literally just walking into the Co¬ 
op. I believe this was totally unfair, as he must have been observing 
nearby to be able to produce a ticket so quickly. I did not purchase any¬ 
thing from the Co-op in my haste and apologise for this, but this is one 
of the main reasons I am sure people choose to shop elsewhere. 

I protested to the traffic warden in a civil manner saying I was only two 
minutes to which the response was “too late”. Even my children were 
given two warnings before they had a slapped wrist when they were 
young. 

Life is far too hectic, even in our little town, and I understand why we 
have hundreds of people wanting to live here, but we have to sort out a 
system for the main street. Perhaps 20/30 minute zones could be intro¬ 
duced. The one and only disabled space outside of Boots should also be 
for a shorter period as visitors use this for three hours at a time. I am un¬ 
aware of any local who needs to park in the main street for three hours. 
I wonder if my grandfather had similar problems with his horse and cart 


on market days in Broad Street. 

If we want to keep Lyme Regis the beautiful place it is and encour¬ 
age people to use our shops, preventing the town being full of empty 
premises, then something has to be done very soon. 

As for the window on the Guildhall, why not slope the base back 
at an angle as my father did to the bay windows on the opposite side 
of the road over 60 years ago?

A love of Lyme's literary past 


WITH Lyme Regis ArtsFest now underway (seepages 
6 and 7), Anthea Simmons finishes her series of in¬ 
terviews by speaking to NATALIE MANIFOLD, of Lit¬ 
erary Lyme fame. Natalie can be found most of this 
week at the Cobb Centre, where she is curating a 
show about Lyme's cinematic heritage. If she is not 
there, she'll be leading one of her literary or Mary 
Anning themed tours of the town. 


■ WHAT is the history of your involvement in the arts? 

I was totally obsessed by painting and sculpture as a child 
and basically did not read at all. I went to a Catholic school 
and encountered an English teacher who pretty much 
scared the hell out of me, but she got me reading. Did she 
spot some latent talent? No! I think she thought I was back¬ 
ward and awkward. Anyway, I read lots of 20th century 
classics and ended up doing A-level English alongside art 
and, just to prove that I could, chemistry. 

I went to do a foundation course in art at Leamington but 
I left before completing the course for personal reasons, 
moved to the Staffordshire/Derbyshire border and applied 
to read English at Birmingham. I didn't want to do another 
art course. I felt I wasn't being taught anything, it was all 
woolly "express yourself" and "be free" stuff! I wanted to 
learn! I chose Birmingham because it was a lovely, green 
campus and because David Lodge was a lecturer there, and 
I liked his way of thinking. 

One of my two dissertations was on adaptation of "The 
French Lieutenant's Woman" (TFLW) from novel to film 
script. Actually, my exposure to TFLW started much, much 
earlier. My mum was obsessed with the book and brought 
us kids down to Lyme for our holidays. As soon as TFLW 
came out on video, my mum bought it and we must have 
seen it every month for years, but it was only when I saw it 
on the shelves at university that I finally read it and fell in 
love with it myself. I just love that post-modern narrator, 
the intrusive author and the three endings (if you count the 
one in the middle). Incidentally, John Fowles'wife, Eliza¬ 
beth, was the one who decided that it should be published 
with the alternative endings. 

I moved to Dorset and realised that there was nothing in 
Lyme that really promoted Lyme's literary heritage, apart 
from some items in the museum. It just came to me that 
that was something I could do, so I found somewhere to

live got a job in the Royal 
Lion and set about research¬ 
ing and identifying locations. 

My first walk was during the 
Fossil Festival, on Jane 
Austen, and I was absolutely 
terrified, not least because I 
was worried about the health 
and safety issues involved in 
taking people onto the 
Cobb! It was not financially 
successful and it was really 
the wrong audience, al¬ 
though there is a link be¬ 
tween Jane and Mary Anning 
via Mary's father. Jane had 
him quote for the repair of a 
piece of furniture and found 
him too expensive! 

I kept going though and 
developed the John Fowles 
walks, too, gaining access to 
his house and identifying all 
the locations from the novel. 

I now do up to four walks a 
week covering Jane Austen, 

John Fowles,TFLW, the Undercliff, Burton Bradstockto Cog- 
den Beach, and Mary Anning, of course. I now also write for 
the Jane Austen Societies in America and the UK and have 
been doing some location work for Chicago Opera for their 
production of"Persuasion". 
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■ WHAT are your sources of inspiration? 

The Undercliff. I don't know why, I've loved it ever since I 
was a kid. I feel threatened by it, too. I was working with 
Natural England recently and was walking along a path I 
use regularly. My friend was just ahead of me and had trod¬ 
den on the same patch of ground but when I put my foot 
down, I fell down a crevasse! I was save by my bra straps 
which got caught on something! Thank goodness I was not 
walking there alone, a chasm had opened up.That's what I 
mean about the threat, it's very real. 


■ WHICH museum or gallery would you like to be 
locked up in for a weekend? 

Tate Modern. I love the Turbine Room. I used to like going

there on the late opening night, when it was only London¬ 
ers who visited rather than it being full of tourists. I liked 
that Louise Bourgeois spider. 

I'm more of a museum person though and actually, I love 
Lyme Regis Museum. I am always spotting something new. 
Only the other day I suddenly noticed a photo of a pill box 
on the Cobb. I must have walked past that photo a hun¬ 
dred times or more! 

■ HOW long have you been involved in ArtsFest and 
what would you like to see change/develop? 

I got involved three years ago. Originally, I wanted to start 
a separate Literary Festival but quickly realised that I'd be 
applying for the same funding and it would effectively can¬ 
nibalise the events. Better to operate under ArtsFest's ban¬ 
ner. 

The walks are now an established part of the week's pro¬ 
gramme. I'd love to see more open air theatre. I can think 
of a couple of magical locations to stage plays, a part of the 
Undercliff near Chimney Rock is just like a minute green 
amphitheatre. I think we could make more of these loca¬ 
tions. 

■ WHAT are you looking forward to at this year's Arts¬ 
Fest? 

I am really looking forward to the screening of the French 
Lieutenant's Woman at the cinema. I hope lots of people 
go!

Another very much to the fore is former 
dame Bill Street, who helped to revive the 
society with Shirley and others and who is 
now president. 

"The march of time has seen changes in 
trends and tastes, with top class entertain¬ 
ment being available at the turn of a 
switch, but I believe panto remains the per¬ 
fect vehicle to amuse and to be amused; to 
entertain and to be entertained,"added Mr 
Cozens.

Angry motorists fight back over 
the country's 'Third World' roads 


COUNCILS across the UK are 
shelling out every day to irate 
motorists. 

The average compensation for 
vehicles damaged by potholes is 
£200 with 22,000 successful 
claims last year alone. And it's all 
taxpayers' money. 

Shoddy road maintenance costs 
drivers six times more than it 
costs councils to patch up our 
roads. 

Insurance isn't an option for 
many. Simon Douglas of AA In¬ 
surance explains,"Drivers are un¬ 
willing to claim as they risk losing 
their no-claims bonus.The cost of 
repair may be less than the rise in 
premium." 

Worse still, the Government has 
told the Highways Agency to ig¬ 
nore any motorway potholes 
smaller than the size of a soup 
bowl from 2015. With rises in fuel 
duty and road tax it leaves mo¬ 
torists outraged at the news. 

Chris Reagan of Coventry pays 
£445 road tax on his Audi A6 All¬ 
road. 

"It is robbery," says Chris. "The 
roads around us are shameful. I 
use the M69 for my commute. If 
the motorways become as bad it 
would be awful." 

Camilla Dyson from Sheffield 
bought an 18-month old VW Golf 
two years ago. 


"I sold the car last week. I got 
next to nothing for it. It was 
wrecked. The roads in Sheffield 
are a disgrace,"said Camilla. 

At high-speed a small pothole 
can crack a driveshaft. Shock ab¬ 
sorbers fracture easily. And a sus¬ 
pension coil spring can snap like 
a carrot. 

Mail order company Carparts- 
Direct.co.uk supplies steering 
racks and driveshafts. 

"Many customers ask for a de¬ 
tailed invoice to claim from their 
authority," says Martin Mosley of 


Carparts-Direct. 

"Our steering racks and drive- 
shafts are remanufactured items 
so the old part is returned to us 
when the job is done. 

"Some are damaged so badly 
they are useless. 

"In 25 years I have never known 
this level of destruction. It is un¬ 
safe." 

Successive governments know 
voters won't put up with third 
world schools and hospitals.Third 
world roads could prove even 
more unpopular.
